RESOLUTION 


New Delhi, the 29th June 1955 


No. 6899 - TC . - The present freight rates structure for 
transport by goods trains which has been in force from 
1st October , 1948, was evolved as a result of detailed 
investigations conducted by a Departmental Com 
mittee during the years 1945 to 1948 . Since then , how 
ever , far reaching changes have taken place in the 
economic activity in the country and big changes arc 
envisaged in the Second Five Year Plan . The develop 
ment of Railway facilities will also be considerable , 
and , in consequence , tho working expenses of the Rail 
ways and the dividend payable to the General 
Revenues will appreciably increase ,

The Government of India agree with this view and , 
as announced by the Railway Minister during the 
recent Budget discussions, have decided to appoint a 
Committee to review the existing freight structure for 
transport by goods trains in all its aspects in the light 
of the present developmental economy and to give 
ample opportunity to the interests concerned to 
explain their point of view . 


2 . It has also been deemed advisable to cntrust the 
Committee with an enquiry into the liability of Rail 
ways as carriers of goods, likely effect of any changes 
proposed in the existing law on the claims position and 
consequent adjustments required in freight rates , to 
meet any additional commitments . 


3 . Linked is the question of the constitution , jurisdic 
tion and procedural rules of the Railway Rates Tribu 
nal, and the Government are of the view that these 
also can , advantageously , be reyiewed by this Com 
mittee .

No . BL - 804 ( 15 ) / 83.- - The following draft of certain 
further amendments to the Indian Boiler Regulations, 
1950 , which the Central Boilers Board proposes to 
make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
28 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 ( V of 1929 ) , is pub 
lished as required by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 31 of 
the said Act , for the information of all persons likely 
to be affected thereby ; and notice is hereby given 
that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the 1st October , 1955 .
